WASHINGTON, May 2.—A bill

Those who had watched the prog- 
ress of that interesting building on 
Seventh street, who had surmised 
from the unusual treatment of bare 
outer walls, which, under artistic 
guidance, had blossomed forth with 
lattices and window gardens carry- 
ing the thought of the tired city 
dweller to the clean, cool open ex- 
panses—who had guessed by the 
uncommon treatment of window 
spaces, entrances and elevators that 
something far from hackneyed 
would be found within—were eager 
to penetrate the precincts, and Mon- 
day having been announced as for- 
mal opening day, the Brack Shops 
were thronged with appreciative vis- 
itors. 

The individuality which hails one 
from the exterior of the building 
does indeed permeate to the most 
remote corner of the place. 

Nothing there is exactly like any- 
thing seen elsewhere. 

These shops, so uniformly beauti- 
ful, and yet «0 expressive each of 
the quality of the owner, have in 
some way as mysterious as that 
which governs the life of the bee in 
its hive, managed to arrive at a cer- 
tain cohesion. A universal spirit of 
exaltation pervades the place, and 
from the first floor to the thirteenth 
there seems to be not an inhar- 
monious note.

To enumerate the shops, or ‘to 
designate the especial feature of 
each, might in a measure detract 
from the pleasure of the guest's en- 
counter when visiting there. To tell 
of the wonderful Swiss dwellings. 
builded for the display of those ex- 
quisite floral carvings from the 
Alps. and those almost ethereal 
images formed as if by fairy fin- 
gers, which will be found in the 
Darling flower shop: to dilate upon 
the more-than-interesting articles 
such as hand-painted basketry, rare 
china, glass and siiver in Onia 
Blunt's Gift Shop; to divulge the 
charm of the boudoir caps, lingerie 
and other needlecraftery 
Hand Made Shoppe;” to remark up- 
on the grace of the reedcraft arti- 
cles: in fact, to begin to descant of 
the alluring bazaars in the Brack 
shopping building would be to never 
stop. 

If co-operation is indeed the high- 
est form of civilization its acme is 
here. The spirit of the place seems 
one of most kindly tolerance. “Buy 
from my shop—yes, if it pleases 
you; _ but there is also-a similar, 
shop.”

WOULD FOLLOW | 
CZAR’S METHOD. 


Hoped to Stop Use of Vodka 
by Local Russians. 


Social Worker Presents Plans 
to Chief of Police. 
Young Woman will Study 
Work of Sunrise Court. 


The Russian colony here is to be 
deprived of its vodka, or strong 
drink replacing it in this country, if 
the efforts of Miss Sorarasel Phillips, 
a Russian social worker, are success- 
ful. Miss Phillips called on Chief 
Snively yesterday, and presented her 
plans to stamp out the strong drink 
among her people here, and also to 
improve housing conditions. She 
said that at present ten and twelve 
persong sieep in a single room in 
the Russian colony. | 

Her activity against vodka and 
the stronger alcoholic drinks was in- 
spired by letters she received from 
her native land, relating the great 
improvement of her people when de- 
prived of vodka. Chief Snively rec- 
ommended Miss Phillips to sit on 
the bench fn the Sunrise Court with 
Griffith Jones, who handles a num- 
ber of Russian cases almost daily. 

TO SIT WITH COURT. 

The chief informed Miss Phillips 
that Mr. Jones had reduced the 
number of drunk cases in the police 
station from more than 100 daily 
to less than an ave of fifteen.

IMPORTS AT HARBOR LARGER | 
THAN FOR YEAR AGO. 


According to statistics compiled 
from monthly tonnage reports of 
wharf and steamship companies by 
Clarence H. Matson, secretary and 
acting traffic manager of the Board 
of Harbor Commissioners of this 
city, 60,530,636 feet, board measure, 
of lumber, valued at $917,300, passed 
through the port of Los Angeles in 
March of this year. 

The report shows a slight decrease 
in the tonnage of domestic merchan- 
dise imports other than lumber, al- 
though the value indicates an in- 
crease in that respect. The total 
domestic import tonnage was 133.- 
457.17 in March, ar increase of 
18,849.37 tons over February. 

There was an increase of nearly 
18 per cent. In the total commerce 
of the rt over March, 1915. The 
value, however, was less than that 
in March a year ago because the in- 
crease was all in lumber, while gen-

The inbound domestic imports in 
March included 2782 tons of flour: 
wheat, 1389 tons; oll, fuel, 64, 161. 
barrels, 10,597 tons; sugar, 
tons, and vinegar, 66 tons. Among 
the shipments in the outbound do- 
meatic commerce were 2128.25 tons 


of oranges; lemons, 260 tons; oil,

The inbound foreign commerce in- 
cluded 250.59 tons of green coffee; 
beer, 56.50 tons; whisky, 32.25 tons;

There were 399.50 tons of cotton in 
the outbound foreign commerce. 
There were 231 arrivals and 230 
departures of commercial vessels in 
March.
